AB Angrj Crowd Hange a Negro to a 
Beam is a Court Boom at 
UnloB Citj, Ken- 
tacky. 


U N I O N OXTT, Ky., July 
18.—During 
the first of the week a black fiend, 
named John Thomas, entered the house 
of John Tanner while all the family were 
away from home except the eleven- 
year-old daughter of Mr. Tanner. By 
means of money and oandy he enticed 
the little girl to his cabin a short dis- 
tance away, and ravished her. 
He im- 
mediately fled, and it was not until Fri- 
day that he was captured, brought to 
this city and taken into the criminal 
conrt room for a preliminary examina- 
tion. 


A large, excited and ang^ crowd was 
present determined to see justice done. 
The negro denied his guilt vehemently, 
but was positively identified by the little 
girl, who picked him out from a dozen 
colored men by whom he was surrounded. 
A voice in the crowd shouted "That's 
enough !'. and the mob at once surged 
over the officers, 
seized the guilty 
scroundrel, and in less time than it takes 
to describe it, had him swinging by the 
neck from a beam in the conrt room. 
He died in a few minutes of strangula- 
tion. The general feeling throughout 
the country is that he richly merited 
his fate, and even the negroes rejoice 
that he has been put out of the way. 


Incendiary Explosion. 
MABION, Ind., July 18.—Shortly after 
1 o'clock yesterday morning the town of 
Fairmonnt, located ten miles south of 
here, was startled b j a terrific explosion, 
that awoke from their slnmbers nearly 
every man, woman, and child. InTeati- 
elation showed the aoene of the distur- 
bance to be a two story building on Main 
street owned by Jacob Barnhard, of 
North Grove, which had just been fitted 
up by Ira J. Smith for a saloon. It was 
a complete wreck, scarcely one board 
being left on another. The building ad- 
joining, occupied by Stephen King, as a 
saddlery shop, was also ruined, and the 
^ezifs office was badly damageil 
This 
high handed act was the result of a de- 
termination on the part of the people of 
Fail mount to exclude the liquor traffic 
from the town. 


Arrival of the Green Boyg. 
LOGANSPOBT, Ind., July 18.—Satur- 
day afternoon Deputy Sheriff J. B. Stan- 
ley arrived with Bill and Amer Green, 
who are wanted to answer the charge of 
murder. If it had been generally known 
that the Green boys would have arrived 
one-half of the population would have 
been at the depot to receive them. As 
it was, when the hack arrive i at the jail 
with the prisoners, over two hundred 
excited men were present, and loud cries 
of "Hang them!" were heard. The 
sherifi has received notice to look out, 
that an attempt will be made to take the 
prisoners from the jail. 


Whisky and Women Cause a Suicide. 


EVANS^I.B, Ind., July 18.—At six 
o'clock Saturday evening Wm. Bates, 
aged twenty-six, committed suicide by 
shooting himself through the head with 
a 38-caliber ball, fraotnring hia skull, 
from which the brain protruded. After 
physicians had attended to his wound he 
attempted to out his throat, but was 
prevented. 
He lapsed into unconscious- 
ness shortly afterward, and died after 
midnight. Whisky and women were the 
cause. 


A Big Fire. 


OHIOAGO, July 18.—The Times' Terre 
Haute, Ind., special says: The Terre 
Haute oar works, with the exception of 
the foundry department, were destroyed 
by fire kit eveninfr. The origin of the 
fire is unknown. The president of the 
company estimates the loss at $100,000; 
insurance between $50,000 and $60,000. 
Seven hundred and fifty men are thrown 
out of employment.

ing prooess. 
Mark the prediction. 


THE county commissioners will be 
confronted with a very important prob- 
lem when the citizens of Fort Wayne 
ask them to build a new bridge over the 
river at Spy Run avenue this year 
No highway out of Fort Wayne bears 
more interest to the welfare of the city 
and county than this one does, and the 
traffic over it adds as much, and possi 
bly more, to the prosperity of the com- 
munity as any road leading to or from 
the city. 
The proposed erection on its 
line of the school for feeble minded peo- 
ple adds greater weight to the argu 
ment that if a new bridge is to be built 
on Spy Run avenue at all it should be 
constructed at once.

C. T . W A R D has l a t e l y r e t u r n e d from 
a several years' residence in Chili, says 
the San Frannisco Ca/l. 
Among the 
South American curio.'^ities Mr. Ward 
brought back with him is one of the 
eyes of a Peruvian inca, which was 
preserved with the embalmed body. 
These curious specimens of the pre- 
servative art are very rare, and are 
very valuable when they are found en- 
tire. 
The specimen in the possession 
of Mr. Ward has the shape of a piece 
of wax that has been cast in a thimble. 
It is translucent and of a bright golden 
color, looking something like colored 
glass. 
Pew people who see it for the 
first 
time would be able to discover 
from its appearance its true character. 
But 
even to them it would be sur- 
r o u n d e d b y s o m e m y s t e r y which t h e y 
would be anxious to have revealed. I t 
ia related that a Peruvian lady has a 
collection of thirty or more eyes of 
this kind, valued at $30,000, which she 
had mounted and wore as ornaments at 
a ball in Paris. 
Efforts have been 
made to discover the secret of the art 
by which the eyes of the Peruvian 
monarchs were preserved, but up to 
this time no chemist has been able to 
make it his own.

A BECENT application of a West Vir- 
ginian named Brown at the pension 
office in Washington brought to light 
the fact that one mother had given six- 
teen sons to the service of the union 
during the war. 
She had borne thirty, 
three children in all, of whom twenty 
were boys, and of these only four did 
not serve as soldiers in the union army. 
Two were killed and fourteen survive. 
Each of the latter is to-day in receipt 
of a pension from the Government for 
disabilities received in the service, and 
the death of her other soldier sons en- 
titles the mother also to a pension.

The Mexican Government, how- 
ever, has generously allowed them to 
retain a home, but, though a fine, sub- 
stantial residence, a stranger wotdd ask, 
in passing, an explanation of the gloom 
that seems to surround and overshadow 
it. 
Señorita Bazaine is one of the 
prettiest girls in Mexico. 
She is 19 
years old. 


A MINER named Kobbins got a ver- 
dict against the Erie Telephone Com- 
pany for $375 because of an electric 
shock given him by Belle Hepburn, 
one of the girls of the central office of 
El 
Paso, 
Texas. 
Paul 
Keating, ex- 
Mayor of El Paso, is proprietor of 
saloon opposite the central telephone 
office. 
He had two rings hung from 
the awning in front and at just the 
height to tempt one to "try his muscle" 
by drawing himself up on them. Two 
invisible wires from 
the telephone 
office connected with the rings. 
When 
a man seized the rings to draw himself 
up, as Bobbins did one day, the watch- 
ful Belle Hepburn turned on cur- 
rent and fastened him to the rings. 
When he was released he had to treat 
the crowd in Keating's saloon. Robl)ins 
was so severely shocked that he was 
laid up for a month or more, and he 
brouirht suit for $20,000. 
Judge Fal- 
vey, before whom the case was tried, is 
said to have himself turned on the cur- 
rent which one day fastened a cotinty 
assessor to the rings. 
The assessor 
was a witness for Robbins. 
Three 
hundred and seventy-five dollars was 
not satisfactory to Kobbins, and he has 
appealed. 


A ooDNciL oi arcnbishops win De 
held in a short time to determine what 
attitude the Catholic Church of this 
country shall assume toward the labor 
movement of the day. There are eleven 
archbishops in the liierarcliy which ^vill 
be called together by Cardinal Giblxjns, 
of Baltimore, for the consideration of 
the labor question. 
The antecedents 
of these prelates upon this subject will 
be regarded with great interest. The 
oldest of the group is Archbishop Ken 
rick, of St. Louis, who is bitterly op- 
posed to the Knights of Labor. 
Next 
in point of order is Archbishop Will- 
iams, of Boston, who, it is understood, 
is not very well disposed toward some 
of the most extreme measures of the 
Knights, such, for instance as boycotting. 
Archbishop Ryan, of Philadelphia, who 
is said to be the first orator of the 
American Catholic Church, is a stanch 
friend of the order. 
Archbishop Elder 
of Cincinnati is reported to be neutral 
in his sentiments towards the Knights, 
but it is thought he will not extend the 
order many favors. 
Archbishop Fee- 
han, of Chicago,looks upon the Knights 
of Labor with much distrust, and it is 
thought that ho -will join hands 
with 
Kenrick and Williams in active op])osi- 
tion to the labor 
movement. 
Arcli- 
bisliop Hiordan, of San 
Francisco, has 
always encouraged the formation of la- 
bor 
organizations. The opinions of 
Archbishop Gross, of Oregon, are not 
fully known, but it is tlioui^ht thai he 
is not unfriendly to la! ¡or organizations. 
Archbishoj) 
Corrigan's 
o])inions are 
well known, and do not need to be 
stated. 
The ojunions of the French 
Arclibishop of New Orleans, and the 
Spanish

Mental Tniii)în;r in Childhood. 


Modern biologisfs have found little 
diflSculty in tracing the iii'st mental 
processes of early childhood to that 
faculty of imitation which is the com- 
mon i^ossession of all highly organized 
animals. 
For a considerable period of 
time beyond infancy, indeed, the men- 
tal development of a child may be en- 
tirely the result of example and imita- 
tion. 
Yet it seems clearly evident that 
this sort of training is not only unsatis- 
factory and dangerous in its results and 
tendencies but it tends directly to de- 
veloî) unpleasant personal character- 
istics or abnormal intellectual i^ro- 
cesses. A rational and coherent sys- 
tem of education and mental disci] dine 
is as necessary to the symmetrical in- 
tellectual growth of a child of tender 
years as a proi^er diet is to the develo))- 
ment of its muscular system. 
Nobody 
—at least no parent—would dream of 
denying this ; yet comdaratively few 
are found who steadily apply the 
princi]ile in jiractice. 
Fairy stories of 
one sort or another are the heritage of 
all the children, wliile in many families 
the value of mental discipline as aj)- 
plied to very young children is a thing 
unrecognized and unknown. The child 
whose smart sayings and unexpected 
movements betoken an intellect more 
than ordinarily active is encouraged as 
an amusement and exhibited to visitors 
as a ]U'odigy, and too frequently its in- 
fantile eccentricities are given so free a 
rein that general discomfort to the 
household is the result. 
The rational 
and legitimate supervision which should 
be exercised by the head of the family 
is usiially relaxed in favor of the bright 
child, who, more 
than the others, 
should in truth be an object of constant 
solicitude. 
The parental idea of watch- 
fulness over the develo])ing mind may 
easily include and involve errors that 
result in confusion, as is seen when a 
child's babbling passes, by some quick 
transitiim of word to deed, into an act 
of 
wrong-doing whose consequences 
may be disastrous and irreparable. I'^x- 
perience through many generations has 
shown that the ])lastic and impression- 
able brain of childhood may retain a 
distinct perception of the methods of 
evil, while the mischief, the folly, and 
sin involved are ideas which the dawn- 
ing intelligence may fail to grasp. The 
wisest course of training, 
therefore, 
s h o u l d e x c l u d e a l l possibility o f t h e i n - 
troduction into the awakening mind of 
strange suggestions which may be in- 
terpreted b y the c h i l d i n a m a n n e r n o t 
to be foreseen by those in whom the 
intellectual ])Owers have been ripened 
and rendered stal)le by the experience

Bonaparte as a Statesman. 


The battle of Austerlitz was fought 
on December 2, 1805. Early in 1806 
peace was made by the treaty of Pres- 
burg; and Napoleon returned to Paris, 
to occupy himself in consolidating his 
influence in Germany by founding the 
Confederation of the Rhine. It was at 
this time, in the year 180(), when he 
was in the zenith, or about the zenith, 
of his fortunes, that the i)ortrait by 
Longhi was taken. The face is cei'- 
tainiy extremely handsome; there is 
great refinement in the features, and 
every indication of intellectual power. 
The remarkable thing about it is, that 
it does not in the least suggest a 
warrior; it is hard to imagine that it is 
a portrait of Na])oleon, drawn in the 
brief period which intervened between 
Austerlitz and Jena. It is, however, a 
great mistake to regard" Napoleon as 
o n l y , o r even 
chieiiy, a soldier; 
^ r e a t 
as h e certainly was i n t h e i i e l d , h e w a s 
equally great in the cabinet. 
N o m a n 
o f hi.s d a y took 
hold of t h e work o f 
government with anything approaching 
t h e 
e n e r g y o r capacity 
displaced b y 
him; no man of any day has ever sur- 
passed him. Roads, canals, colleges, 
schools, civil as well as military, all 
received his attention; reforms of ad- 
ministration and of taxation, all the 
manifold tasks of government, were 
approached in an enlightened 8i)irit. 
witii the clear good-sense of a man of 
aifairs, and with an entire absence of 
the prejudices so characteristic of this 
period. 
Above all, his code, at which 
he employed the best lawyers of the 
day, and wliich he pushed through to 
completion in the comparatively brief 
period of four years from its ince2ition, 
feeling, as he did, a thorough convic- 
tion of its prime necessity, in casting 
into the form of law the great practical 
reforms which had been brought in by 
the lie volution—this work stamps him 
as being, beyond question, the most 
sound and practical statesman of his 
time, so far as the internal management 
*ti his country was concerned. 


In all this, however, there was no 
philanthropy, 
strictly 
so 
called, 
isapoleon was only a ruler, i>o.sse.ssed 
of great ])ower, having a conipri'hen- 
sive and clear mind, fully acquainted 
with the needs of the public service, 
addressing himself to all the tasks of 
government, and especially to the tusk 
of improving the eondition of the 
populations over which he ruled with 
an ener^, assiduity, and intelligence 
rarely, if ever, seen before. He was 
not a philanthropist, let us admit, but 
he was probably a great deal J»etter 
ruler than if he had been a ]>liiliin- 
thropist. 
No sentiment ever disturbed 
his vision, or turned him aside from 
carrying through what he deemed to be 
a desirable reform.—-/o/trt C. Hopes,

Assist 
this operation by wiping and cleansing 
the mouth. 
To excite breathing turn 
the patient well and instantly on the 
side, supporting his head on his fore- 
arm, and excite the nostrils with snujBF, 
hartshorn, and smelling-salts, or tickle 
tlie throat with a feather, etc., if they 
are at hand. 
Rub the chest and face 
warm and dash cold water, or cold and 
hot water alternately, on them. To 
imitate breathing draw the tongue out 
and keep it out by means of an elastic 
bond passing over it and around the 
chin, 
l-eplace the patient on his face, 
raising and supporting his chest well 
on a folded coat or other article of 
dress. 
Turn the body very gently on 
the side and a little beyond, and then 
briskly back again on to the face, re- 
peating these measures cautiously, ef- 
ficiently, and perseveriugly about fif- 
teen times to the minute or.once every 
four or iiv« seconds, occasionally vary- 
ing the side. (>n each occasion that the 
body is replaced on the face make uni- 
form but eihcient j^ressure, with brisk 
movement on the back between and 
below the shoulder-blades or bones on 
each side, removing the pressure im- 
mediately before turning the body on 
the side. By placing the patient on 
the chest the weight of the body forces 
the air out; when turned on the side 
this pressure is removed and air enters 
the chest. 
During the whole of the 
operation let one person attend solely 
to the movements of the head and of 
the arm under it..
